19. What is the difference between 
perpetual adoration and perpetual 
exposition of the Blessed Sacrament? 

The Blessed Sacrament may be adored while 
contained in the tabernacle for an extended 
period of time; this is called “perpetual 
adoration.” Perpetual exposition of the 
Blessed Sacrament is a liturgical act whereby 
the consecrated host is placed in a ciborium 
or in a monstrance outside of the tabernacle 
for an extended period of time so that the 
faithful may gather together to pray before 
the exposed Eucharist.

Techniques of fertilization in vitro can open 
the way to other forms of biological and 
genetic manipulation of human 
embryos....These procedures are contrary to 
the human dignity proper to the embryo, and 
at the same time they are contrary to the right 
of every person to be conceived and to be 
born within marriage and from marriage... 
The freezing of embryos, even when carried 
out in order to preserve the life of an embryo- 
cryopreservation-constitutes an offense 
against the respect due to human beings by 
exposing them to grave risks of death or 
harm to the physical integrity and depriving 
them, at least temporarily, of maternal shelter 
and gestation, thus placing them in a situation 
in which further offenses and manipulation 
are possible.

13. Those who sincerely accept the 
Good News, through the power of this 
acceptance and of shared faith therefore 
gather together in Jesus' name in order to 
seek together the kingdom, build it up 
and live it.

The 
command to the Twelve to go out and 
proclaim the Good News is also valid for 
all Christians, though in a different way. 
It is precisely for this reason that Peter 
calls Christians "a people set apart to 
sing the praises of God, "[32] those 
marvelous things that each one was able 
to hear in his own language.[33] 
Moreover, the Good News of the 
kingdom which is coming and which has 
begun is meant for all people of all 
times. Those who have received the 
Good News and who have been gathered 
by it into the community of salvation can 
and must communicate and spread 
it . 1
